Would 
not that be a sight for gods and men? 


"Another proposition is to array for- 


eign markets in competition with our 
home market; to buy of the foreign 
instead of the home producer if the 
former can sell cheaper. This is en- 
tirely inconsistent with our well es- 
tablished policy, which has 
always 


been governmental encouragement to 
the home market. It is doubtless true 
that cheap foreign labor is able 
to 


produce many things at a less cost 
than they can be produced by labor 
at an American wage rate. But that 
is no reason why an Administration 
which rame into power upon a protec- 
tion platform 
should 
advocate 
the 


trarto doctrine of buying where 


you can buy cheapest, or to encourage 
cheap foreign labor as against our own 
high-priced labor. We boast of the 
Panama Canal as a great American en- 
terprise 
Let us build it in accord- 


ance with American policies. 


"It will not do to say that the at- 


tention of Congress was called to this 
matter and it took no action with re- 
spect to it. 
I venture to say that it 


never entered the mind of any member 
of Congress in either House or of eith-

"So far as the purchase of materials 


for the construction is concerned we 
have here in the United States 
the 


reatest market in the world, making 


one-third of the whole manufactured 
product of the civilized world. I take 
it for granted that all 
the supplies 


needed should be, and will 
be, 
the 


product of our own labor wherever 
practicable." 


Having put significant emphasis -on 


this last sentence the Speaker, recog- 
nized as a high priest among stand 
patters, went on his way.

New York, May 18. — Papers in a 


new suit against the Equitable Life 
Assurance society, based upon an en- 
tirely new phase of the insurance law, 
were served upon counsel for the so- 
ciety by Alexander I. Bacon as coun- 
sel for Rowland D. Buford, a resident 
of Virginia. 
The suit is brought in 


the supreme court in this city. Mr. 
Buford. who -is nearly 80 years old, 
and who has since 1871 kept up his 
payments upon one of the original 
old-line policies, complains that in ac- 
cumulating a large surplus over the 
legal requirements the Equitable is 
not carryii 
out its contracts with 


him. He asks the court to order the 
directors of the society to divide the 
excess of surplus so that he will get 
an "equitable" share, and to cause the 
directors to change their policy of 
accumulating a surplus above what is 
actually required by law, and to re- 
move the present board of directors 
and put others.in their places unless 
they carry jut the order of the court.

covered by Two Baltimore

Baltimore, Mel., May 18—Dr. Wm. 


Royal Stokes and Dr. Jno. S. Pulton or 
tlie State Board of Health, have, after 
nearly four years of investigation, dis- 
covered what they believe lo be a cur- 
ative serum for typhoid fever. 
Thd 


need of such a serum has for a long 
time been fatally emphasized. It has 
long been recognized that an effective 
curative serum for tyhoid fever would 
be an addition to therapeutics of in- 
c^lculable value, and 
experimenters 


in various part of the world have, with 
varying success, endeavored to make 
such a serum. 


Drs. Stokes and Fulton have tested 


the seium they have made in 23 hu- 
man cases of typhoid. There were two 
deaths, and among the 21 cases ending 
in recovery there were 15 in whicii 
they considered that the favorable re- 
sult was due to the influence of the 
serum. 


The two deaths were due to compli- 


cations apart from the original 
dis- 


ease. In both of these cases the injec- 
tion of the serum caused an apprecia- 


ble drop in the temperature. Six cases 
out of the 23 showed no response at al 
to the serum. 


The conclusion reached is that by 


the use of the serum the febrile perior" 
may be shortened, and the daily varia 
tions may be favorably modified.

the utterance of President Roosevelt 
when he declared that, the state is 
back of the city and the nation is back 
of the state, and commending the po- 
sition taken by Chicago citizens re 
garding the strike. The resolutions 
also called upon the department of 
commerce and labor to' make investi- 
gation into the laws of other coun 
tries which have preferential 
duties 


and demand that congress and the 
president act quickly to protect our 
markets from the rising tide of dis- 
crimination: commended the work oi 
the merchant marine commission and 
approved the passage of a bill for the 
upbuilding of American shipping 
foreign trrde.
